Nolvitur deris hiems! or at any rate we 
begin to hope xv, for it is about tinie that 
it should be over, if only to let us ‘ave the 
end of the fire season, which recurs every 
wintor with terrible regularity. Fires; hap- 
per more or Jess _all the year round, but 
in winter they amount. to, if one ean‘.use, 
the ‘term, an epidemic. Hardly a’ night 
passes-but we svo the sky lit up with the 
mnyveleoing red glaru we know so-well, tell- 
ing of houses burnt and people homeless in. 
a bitter.cold night. Perhaps, more by luck 
than management, ‘the flames, are promptly 
arrested ; but at other times, fanned by the 
breeze and assisted hy the inflammable ma- 
terials-of which native houses are construct- 
ed, all efforts to check .them are useless, 
and street after street, ward after ward, are 
doomed until, like the Malay in his, auiok, 
the fire exhausts itself with its own fury. 

The winter just over hus been very pro- 
lific in“conflagrations. . Almoat all the prin- 
cipal towns and cities. have suffered ayore or 
less. In Yokohuna a fire occurred in’ the 
very heart of the forvign settlement, which 
it seriously imperilled. Shortly after this 
an unsavoury neighbourhood; known_aa 
Hormara Road and Chinatown, a perfect 
cluster of.the lowest grog-shops, houses of.

conflagrations this season have been caused 
by deliberate incendiarism, sometimes by 
thioves for the chance of plunder, and some- 
times by carpenters, whom a ‘fire tly 
benefits. Some of these lntter actually ¢ did 
their utmost, at one of the Tokiyo. fires, to 

the police and prevent any control 
being exercised over the flames, Seteral

. THE LOSS OF THE “ DOTEREL.” 
Commander Evans, of the Doterel, at- 
rived in London on Mny 28.- "He has fur- 
nished to tho Admiralty an account of the 
blowing up of his ship. It adds little to 
what is alrendy known of the disaster, and 
Conimander Evans regrets: that he is not 
1 amore satisfactory and definite 
explanation of the disaster, Which to him is. 
aw inystery. He says.:—' Ag regards tha 
first explosion, whicl occurred in. the, star- 
board ganjway, I think it may have been 
eauscd by the’burating of the boiler. As 
Lefore we could condense gogd water, it was 
necessary to brine the boiler well on ac- 
eount.of the mineral vil used in. the ‘cylin- 
dors, the ship having surface condensers, 
it { possible that the water may hate 
Deen allowed to yet too low in tho boiler; 
the crowns of the furnaces exposed, and on 
cold water being pumped in the boiler burst. 
Tf this was not the case I think it possible ” 
the coals in the starboard bunker may have 
hecome heated and generated gas, or have 
caused apoutaneous combustion, If neithdy
